Raymond J. Kirschner, 
Leaving Recreation Hall 
With Manager, Is Fatally 
Wounded in Holdup. 


Raymond J. Kirschner, 7902 Wolz 
avenue, Gardenville, was shot and 
killed early today by a robber who 
was trying to hold up the manager 
of the Gardenville Arcade Hall, a 
recreation center at Heege avenue 
and Gravois road. 
Kirschner had spent the evening 
helping serve refreshments at a 
social meeting of the Junior 
League of St. George’s _Cath- 
olic Church, of which he was a 
member. At about 2 o’clock this 
morning, some time after the meet- 
ing had ended, he was assisting the 
manager, Joseph’ Boennighausen; 
and a helper close the building. 

As the three departed, along with 
two customers of bowling alleys in 
the basement of the building, one 
of the customers pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and demanded the 
night’s receipts, about $30, which 
Boennighausen was carrying in a 
paper bag. What happened then 
could not be seen clearly by other 
members of the group because of 
the darkness, but it was believed 
Kirschner grappled with the rob-

PARIS, Sept. 16 (AP).—One hun- 
dred French sailors today were re- 
ported killed in'an explosion aboard 
the 4773-ton French cruiser-mine 
layer Pluton. 

The Pluton was officially report- 
ed to have suffered an “accident 
aboard.” 

Advices reaching the French Gov- 
ernment said the explosion was fol- 
lowed by fire. 

The Pluton, a ship 10 years old, 
normally carries 450 minés and 400 
officers and men, The number of 
wounded was not disclosed. 

Only fragmentary information 
concerning the disaster could be 
obtained. This much was made 
known, French officials said, to 
counteract a report abroad that 
the warship was torpedoed. 

The port where the explosion 
occurred was kept a military se- 
cret,

LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP).—Great 
Britain today officially held Ger- 
many to blame for the sinki ofa 
Belgian motorship in the English 
Channel last night, either by mine

Within a few hours after the Min- 
istry of Information issued a ES 
munique to that effect, news was 
received of the sinking of a third 
British vessel within ‘little more 
than 12 hours and the twenty-first 
since Britair declered war on Ger- 
many Sept. 3. In all 36 ships of 
belligerent and neutral nations have 
been reported sunk since the war 
began. 

The 8825-ton tanker Cheyenne, 
owned by the Anglo-American Oil 
Co., a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Co., of New Jersey, was sunk 
by a German submarine off the 
southwest coast of Ireland yes- 
terday. , 

A message received by the ship’s 
owners from the captain said the 
tanker had been set on fire by 
shells. 

Crews and passengers of all ves- 
sels were reported rescued. 

Crew members of the Cheyenne 
were picked up by the Norwegian 
ship Ida Baake, making its second 
rescue of the war. The Ida Baake 
yesterday landed 42 crew members 
of the torpedoed freighter British 
Influence at Cobh, Ireland.

Survivor Tells How U-Boat Crew 


Saved Britons From Ship Fire 


Men Permitted to Stand on Submarine Deck 
When They Were Threatened by 
Wall of Flame. 


LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP).—Mem- 
bers of the crew of the sunken 
British steamer Inverliffey were 
‘temporarily taken aboard a Ger- 
| man submarine when they feared 
‘they were lost in a wall of flame, a 
‘survivor said today. 
| The submarine blew the Inver- 
liffey to pieces Monday near Le 
Havre.. 

“The submarine surfaced and or- 
dered us to stop,” Third Officer 
Land said. “We sent out an SOS 
and tried to get away, but the 
hells continued to burst all around 
us and we knew it was no good. 

“There were 40 of us and we 
piled into the ship’s lifeboats, and 
when we pulled away the subma- 
rine fired into the Inverliffey 
amidships. Flames and smoke 
shot up into the sky and it seemed 
as if we were almost under the wall 
of flame which began to rush at us 
like a tidal ‘wave. | 

“We rowed for our lives an

when we thought we were done 
the submarine commander steered 
his ship alongside and said we 
could stand around the conning 
tower. But he told us that if any 
British warships turned up ¢he 
would have to dive away from 
under us. 

“We took the chance, although 
we were waist-deep in water on 
that U-boat deck. 

“No sooner were our feet on that 
deck than the submarine picked up 
speed and took us out of danger of 
the fire. : 

“The U-boat commander was a 
young fellow and he treated us de- 
cently. He asked why we didn’t 
halt when he fired the first shot. 
When our captain told him it was 
our duty to try to escape he 
shrugged his shoulders. 

“After a while the submarine got 
near one of our own lifeboats and 
put us off. The R. G, Stewart 
(Standard QOil tanker) picked us 
up several hours later.”

Drive on Brest-Litovsk. . 

At Brest-Litovsk, 100 miles east 
im- 
posed a World War peace on Rus- 
sia which was later swept aside by 
the Versailles Treaty, a swiftly- 
moving East Prussian army was 
pressing down from the north. 

Brest-Litovsk is defended: by a 
line of permanent fortifications and 
the Germans face a fierce battle 
for its possession. Dispatches from 
the front said the East Prussian 
army had taken some of the outer 
defenses. 

Once the Polish troops at Kutno 
are out of the way, there will re- 
main no opposition between Berlin 
and Warsaw except the snipers who 
still are giving the Germans trou- 
ble in hundreds of towns and vil- 
lages. 

On the Western front, the high 
command announced, activity was 
limited to the region around Saar- 
bruecken. It was admitted that 
the city, whose residents have 
moved, was under French artillery 
fire. 

There was no elaboration of the 
results of the fighting. Local ad- 
vances by the French were report- 
ed repulsed. The high command 
said the enemy loses were heavy. 

Russian-German Truce. 

In Berlin, mid-day editions of the 
German papers had banner lines on 
the agreement between Russia and 
Japan to halt frontier fighting and 
to arbitrate. The stories recalled a 
statement by German Foreign Min- 
ister Joachim von Ribbentrop that 
the non-aggression pact between 
Germany and Russia would lead in 
turn to an understanding between 
the. Soviet Government and Japan. 

Dispatches from Moscow while 
von Ribbentrop was there last 
month quoted him as saying: 

“I am convinced that this treaty 
(the German-Russian) pact will 
have a favorable effect upon Rus- 
sian-Japanese relations as also up- 
on German-Japanese friendship.” 

In government circles it was said 
Germany might take a part in di- 
recting mediation between Russia 
and Japan. 

Rumania’s Problem. 


News and military dispatches 
reaching Berlin described the flight 
of Polish officials, diplomats, refu- 
gees and even some soldiers to the 
Rumanian .border, increasing the 
problem facing the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment.

IAPAN WELCOMES. 
RUSSIAN ARMISTICE 


Some Signs in Tokyo Against 
Plan for Non-Agres- 
sion Pact,

TOKYO, Sept. 16—The four 
months’ hostilities on the Manchu- 
kuo-Outer Mongolian frontier were 
brought to an end today. The ar- 
mistice was greeted enthusiastical- 
ly here. By this patchwork settle- 
ment the Japanese have succeeded 
in partially freeing their hands in 
Manchukuo for their major objec- 
tive—a concentrated attempt to 
shelve the China question. The Jap- 
anese now may be able to reduce 
the size of their troop concentra- 
tions in Manchukuo and utilize the 
surplus south of the great wall. 

In its announced form the S5So- 
viet-Japanese -border settlement 
cannot be regarded as anything 
more than a stopgap. Certainly, it 
does not go far toward a funda- 
mental solution of the Russo-Jap- 
anese differences. Whether basic 
issues were discussed is not dis- 
closed. 

Talk persist of a possible move 
to link Japan and Russia in a non- 
aggression pact. Such a develop- 
ment would be a case of the im- 
probable coming true. Present 
signs are against it and the Jap- 
anese people are wholly unprepared 
for it, although it would be pre- 
sumptuous to say that anything 
is impossible in this era of double- 
dealing diplomacy. 

It is unlikely that Japan and 
Russia could reach a non-agegres- 
sion agreement without injury to 
China. It is plain that the more 
Russia facilitates the Japanese con- 
quest of China, the more _ she 
strengthens the Japanese threat to 
herself. 

Under present conditions it is 
difficult to imagine any Soviet-

More than 100 persons who at- 
tended a lively “keep America out 
of war” meeting last night at Web- 
ster Groves City Hall, sponsored 
by the Peace Action Committee of 
Missouri, adopted a resolution fa- 


ivoring the retention of the present 


arms embargo and strengthening 
of the Neutrality Act by placing the 


sale of secondary war materials on 
a cash and carry basis. 

While the gathering was unani- 
mous in wanting the United States 
to keep out of the European con- 
flict, there was much discussion 
and differences as to what steps 
should be taken to assure the strict 
neutrality of this country. One 
woman insisted that the present 
neutrality law should be maintained 
without change, asserting, “We're 
lucky we've got it, so we better 
hold on to it.” 

Embargo on All Trade Urged. 
One of the relatively few men 
who attended the meeting took 
sharp issue with that part of the 
resolution advocating cash and 
carry sales of secondary supplies, 
such as scrap iron, oil, food or 


verted into implements of war. He 
wanted a stringent embargo on all 
trade with belligerents. 

“Some people here think we 
should supply countries at war with 
food, clothing and medical supplies 
because it’s the only Christian 
thing to do,” he said. “Well, it 
may be Christian, but it’s not neu- 
trality. Such supplies will just 


permit them to get supplies here 
we are contributing to their cause, 
and sooner or later we are going 
to be involved.” : 

“Ideal Act Impossible.” 

Richard Bryan, a member of the 
Peace Action Committee and one 
of the speakers at the meeting, 
explained that the present Neu- 
trality Act permitted unrestricted 
trade in secondary materials and 
the shipment of the supplies in 
American ships. He said an ideal 
neutrality law would forbid trade 
with nations at war, but it would 
be virtually impossible to get Con- 
gress to pass such a law. 

Cash and carry sales, he said, 
would at least prevent the United 
States merchant marine from car- 
rying supplies to belligerents, and 
lessen the possibility of an “inci- 
dent” which might send this coun- 
try into war.

If Russia gives Japan a free hand in Eastern Asia, 


it will have a marked tendency to immobilize the 
United States as regards any possible participation in 
the war in Europe. If a Russo-Japanese non-aggres- 
sidn treaty is signed, it will at least be necessary to 
keep the American navy in the Pacific Ocean. 

Already Japan has asked France and Britain to 
remove their military forces in China. Freed from 
the threat of attack by Russia, Japan’s belligerent 
‘{mperialists would hardly hesitate to make similar 
demands upon the United States, as a preliminary to 
enforcing Japanese hegemony over all of Eastern 
Asia. | 

The militant imperialism of Japan is just as de- 
void of all restraint as the imperialism of resurgent 
Germany. Announcement of a rapprochement be- 
tween Russia and Japan would be profoundly disquiet- 
ing to the British dominions of New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and even India, to say nothing of the popula- 
tions of French Indo-China and the Dutch East 
Indies. . 

By vitally weakening Britain and France in the Far 
East, a Russo-Japanese understanding would give 
'Hitler new hopes of making peace in Europe after 
he completes the conquest of Poland—a peace in 
which the Nazis would doubtless insist upon recog- 
nition of Germany’s influence as predominant 
throughout Central-and Southeastern Europe. 

The significance of a Russo-Japanese understand- 
ing in relation to the so-called ideological conflict in 
Europe would be no less marked than its meaning 
on the military front. The apologists of Commu- 
nism have explained the Russo-German pact as sim- 
ply a diplomatic device to protect Russia’s Western 
border and thus leave her free to guard herself against 
aggression by Japan on her Eastern frontier. 
convenient explanation will lose all force if Russia 
strikes hands with Japanese as well as German 
Fascist imperialism. 

If there existed between Fascist and Communist 
i totalitarianism any such fundamental and irrecon- 
cilable conflict as the sympathizers of Communism 
have maintained, it is inconceivable that Moscow 
would deliberately aid in consolidating the strength 
of Fascist Powers on her Western and Eastern 
_ frontiers. | 
| For Moscow to conclude non-aggression treaties 
| with Germany and Japan at this time is the prac- 
tical equivalent of throwing some 50 divisions into 
the struggle against the so-called democratic Pow- 
ers on both the Western and the Far Eastern fronts. 
If Communism were, as its adherents have insisted, 
the polar opposite of Fascism, it would be clearly im- 
possible for Russia to justify the course it is present- 
ly pursuing. 

We are seeing history made. We are witnessing 
the working out of great economic and racial forces. 
In this dynamic stage of history, the highest order 
of statesmanship and the sharpest sense of historical 
perspective are required to shape the role of a na- 
‘tion like our own.

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VICTIMS OF A TARIFF FALLACY. . 

The United Cement, Lime and Gypsuni Workers 
International Union\-ip convention in St. Louis, 
has adopted a resolution protesting against a re- 
duction in the tariff on cement. In support of its 
stand, the union poiiits out that cement plants in 
the United States are operating only about half time 
and declares that present unemployment in the 
industry would rise if cement imports were increased 
by a tariff reduction. On the surface, this may 
look like a valid point. But under close scrutiny, 
the argument is clearly fallacious. 

The cement industry has many of the earmarks 
of asmonopoly. It has the same sort of a base-point 
price-fixing system that steel has so long main- 
tained. Cement is one of the numerous building 
materials on which we must have a price reduction 
before we can have genuine recovery. in the con- 
struction industry. To subject the cement industry 
to some real competition by lowering the tariff 
would in all probability force domestic manufac- 
turers to reduce prices, thereby increasing consump- 
tion and increasing also the rate of operations and 
the number of man-hours of work available to labor. 

The pressure for a reduction of the tariff on 
cement appears to come from Assistant Attorney- 
General Thurman Arnold and to be an tmtegral part 
of his far-flung campaign to bring about recovery 
in the building industry by-reducing building costs. 
The long-range interests of labor will be served by 
supporting rather than knifing this program. 
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PROOF IN PRACTICE. 

The value of health laws to prevent the spread of 
venereal disease through marriage stands demon- 
strated to what should be everyone’s satisfaction by 
_the experience of Iilinois with its two-year-old statute. 

Since July 1, 1937, the Illinois State Health De- 
partment has examined 92,299 blood specimens and 
found that 1539 were positive for syphilis. This is 
an average of 16 in every 1000 for the two years. The 
first 12 months the average was 19 per 1000 tests. 
The second year the number of positive tests was 14 
'per 1000, Whether the decrease was due to a decline 
| in the prevalence of syphilis or to preliminary exami- 
nations which would, if positive, discourage marriage 
license applications, the result is a notable social and 
public health - Venereal disease is being brought 
to light and syphilitic marriages are being forestalled.

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FAULTY LAW AND FAULTY ENFORCEMENT. 

- Tt has long been recognized that the State law pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating Nquor in unincor- 
porated areas is not, in its present form, suited to 
the needs of urban counties. In St. Louis County, 
there are many thickly populated but unincorpo- 
rated areas where a majority of the citizens have no 
objection to a tavern and where the demands of 
motorists driving out from the city create great 
pressure for the sale of drinks forbidden under the 
present law. ; 

When the St. Louis County Grand Jury calls at- 
tention to these conditions. and recommends that 
the State Legislature change the law to meet the 
neéds of unincorporated metropolitan areas, it is 
on sound ground. But the grand jury went much 
further than this. It cited the defects of the law 
as a full and complete justification for the policy of 
lax enforcement which has been followed by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Wallach and Sheriff A. J. Frank. 

The grand jury cavalierly announced that it had 
not had time to consider the startling testimony it 
received from Walker Pierce, State Liquor Control 
Supervisor, as to widespread violations of both the 
liquor law and the law against slot machines. If 
Messrs. Wallach and Frank choose to regard this as 
their warrant to continue to tolerate wholesale viola- 
tions of the law, they are likely to find themselves 
brought up short by public opinion. 

The law is the law until it is repealed; and there 
is no surer way to bring about the repeal of a bad 
law than to enforce it strictly. 
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WAR IS NO UNEMPLOYMENT CURE. 

Large-scale unemployment has long been America’s 
forémost economic problem. Now that Europe has 
gone to war, it becomes an even graver danger to 
the country. There will be many, even among the 
jobless themselves, so short-sighted as to favor this 
country’s participation in the conflict as a means of 
ending unemployment. Others not so rash look for- 
ward to the filling of war orders as a solution. 

A clear-sighted view of the matter was presented 
by Phillip Murray, national vice-president of the 
CIO, in an address at the Municipal Auditorium last 
week. The stimulus of war business would be 
only a temporary relief, Mr. Murray pointed out; it 
does not reach the root of the matter. “When Europe 
settles its difficulties,” he said, “the problem of un- 
employment will still be with us, will still be press- 
ing for solution.” 

The post-war slump and the world depression that 
began a few years: later demonstrated the folly of 
expecting permanent economic gains from war. At- 
tack on the unemployment problem remains a major 
duty of government and business. 
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A FLAGRANT VIOLATION OF THE HATCH ACT. 

Two employes of the Federal Department of Jus- 
tice at Pittsburgh are running for office in the 
Pennsylvania State Government. As if this patent 
violation of the Hatch Act were not offense enough 
in itself, the Department of Justice is-reported to 
have ruled that these campaigns of its staff mem- 
bers are not in violation of the new law which pro- 
hibits political activity by Federal employes. 

If there has’*been any such ruling by the Depart- 

ment of Justice, a grievous error has been made. One 
of the chief purposes.of the Hatch Act is to-stop just 
such practices as this. It makes no difference what- 
ever that the Federal workers involved happen to 
_be campaigning for State office instead of for elective 
Federal posts. The plain intent of the law would be 
violated in either case. 
The men concerned have a right to run for State 
office in Pennsylvania if they so desire. Under the 
Hatch; Act, they do not have the right to do so, how- 
ever, 80 long as they are Federal employes. Let 
them give up their places on the public payroll first 
and run like other citizens, without the.unfair ad- 
vantage which public office establishes. 

President Roosevelt not only signed the Hatch Act, 
but assumed credit for its passage. If he is the be- 
‘iever in the law he says he is, he will lose no time 
in seeing that it is applied in Pennsylvania. In this, 
he- should have the support of Attorney-General 
Murphy, who is on record in favor of full enforce- 
ment of this meritorious law. 
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STRANGE REVERSAL ON THE LABOR FRONT. 

The battle between the A. F. of L. and the CIO 
has been confusing enough at times, but it reached 
sublime heights of incomprehensibility in a case that 
came to the National Labor Relations Board from 
Creosote, Wash. It was one of those frequent juris- 
dictional rows, this time in a lumber mill. The 
A. F. of L., which won the decision, came before 
the board contending that the mill’s 96 employes 
should belong to one all-inclusive union. The CIO, 
on the other hand, maintained that nine employes, 
boom-men and rafters, should be organized in a sepa- 
rate craft union. 

All this while, on the national labor front, ‘William 
Green has been arguing for craft unions, while John

A QUESTIONABLE INVESTMENT. 

The noisy street car is a St. Louis nuisance of long 
standing. It shatters the nerves of passengers, in- 
trudes its clangor into homes, stores and offices, con- 
tributes vastly to the city’s general din. The Public 
Service Co. at last is going to do something about it. 
It has placed an order for 100 street cars of a new 
and noiseless model, at a cost of $1,650,000. And it 
is going to work over 250 of its older cars, to remove 
the clank and grind’ by inserting rubber mountings 
at friction points, a job that will cost $200,000. 

Noisiness is only one of the objections to the street 
car. In. addition, itis tediously slow.. It delays 
the pace of traffic. It loads passengers in the middle 
of busy streets, thus. creating a hazard. All these 
difficulties are overcome by the bus, and it had been 
understood that the Public Service Co.'s policy was 
directed toward replacement of street cars by busses 
as rapidly as possible. Instead, the company now 
plans to use a large slice of its revenue to buy more 
street cars and overhaul its ancient models for con- 
tinued use, 

The street car is an obsolescent relic of a bygone 
day, As in so many other cities, the bus ultimately 


would buy around 300 busses. Wouldn't that have 
been a wiser way to spend this money?

world lacking even the crude assistance of a 
midwife; casualties are unnecessarily high. 

By and large, health conditions among 
the very poor are no better today than they 
were for the general population 50 years 
ago. 

One may only guess what ill health and 
premature death costs the United States each 
year. 
10 billion dollars... This sum includes the 
$3,250,000,000 spent annually for medical 
care; the value of a billion days of work 
lost due to illness, and the. net worth of lives 
taken prematurely by, disease. 

A great portion of this staggering bill 
could be avoided. But this would entail rec- 
ognition of the fact that one-third of the 
population is unable to pay for needed care. 
Give it to them? That would be state medi- 
cine. Devise an insurance scheme whereby 
they would pay for it? That would be so- 


cialized medicine.

The conservative doctor strenuously ob- 
jects to any plan approaching socialization. 
Doctor and patient relationship would be de- 
stroyed, he says. For one-third of the pop- 
ulation, the other side contends, there is 
no such relationship in the first place.

The National Health Conference, held in 
Washington last summer, and dozens of 
small meetings that followed, discussed such 
questions frankly.

Preventive medicine is not being put to 
work for the benefit of a large part of the 
people. Each year $10,000,000 is spent for 
care of the syphilitic blind and $31,400,000 
for syphilitic insane.

health problems. The committee recom- 
mends expansion of existing agencies and 
creation of public health offices in the 2000- 
odd counties that have none at present. 
Maternal and child health programs would 
provide pre-natal, delivery and post-natal 
care for women too poor to pay for this 
service. Each year in the United States 
75,000 infants-are stillborn, 70,000 perish in 
the first month of life, and 14,000 mothers 
die in the process of childbirth. At least 
70,000 of these lives could be saved. This 


- section would also attend to the needs of 


poor children in an attempt to salvage a 
large part’ the 91,000 lives now lost from 
such diseases as pneumonia, scarlet fever, 
cardiac conditions and tuberculosis. 

Over 17,000,000 people live in counties with 
no general hospital facilities. Five hundred 


‘new buildings are needed, and 500 health 


centers are required in sparsely settled 
areas. The situation with tuberculosis sana- 
toria is even more pressing. Two beds are 
needed for each annual death from this dis- 
ease in any locality. Only five states meet 
this requirement. 

+ e 

The medically needy—the 40,000,000 people 
with family incomes under $800 per year— 
in a year’s time will have 1,000,000 cases of 
acute infectious diseases, 1,000,000 cases of 
chronic ailments and 250,000 cases of pneu- 
monia. It will need 190,000 operations for 
appendicitis and 425,000 operations for in- 
fected tonsils. As a group, it has little or 
no chance for paying for these services. 

To these people, doctors are contributing 
$1,000,000 worth of free service each day. 
Praiseworthy as this effort is, it fails to 
meet the need. Two million cases of seri- 
ous illnesses now go without any medical 
attention whatsoever. The committee sug- 
gests that service be provided free. 

Hasty adoption of such an all-inclusive na- 
tional health plan would undoubtedly be ac- 
companied by confusion and waste. With 
this in mind, the President’s committee sug- 
gests a 10-year plan of ever-widening activ- 
ity. At the end of this period, the estimated 
cost of all this work is $850,000,000 per year. 

Such a program would.take medical care 
to the bottom third of the population. For 
the third immediately above this, there is 
sufficient income to meet most medical 
needs, but a protracted illness can have ca- 
tastrophic consequences. At present, the 
committee favors some tax or insurance 
scheme to provide for thesé cases. 

Under such a plan, all people receiving 
less than $2500 a year would participate in 
its benefits. These benefits would include 
payment for all hospital, clinic, doctor and 
drug bills incurred, and would have certain 
disability compensation clauses. Compensa- 
tion would be based on half of the man’s or 
woman's usual wage, but would not exceed 
$15 a week. Cost of this program could be 
carried by health insurance taxes similar to 
social security taxes. 

Millions of people have a very real fear of 
disease. Is it the function of government to 
protect them from sickness, as it protects 
them from murderers and robbers.

| WASHINGTON, Sepf. 16 (AP).— 
‘Col. Charles A. Lindbergh urged 
‘America last right to keep out of 
Europe's war, asserting that “if we 
enter fighting for democracy 
‘abroad, we may end by losing it” at 
‘home. 

| “We must not be misguided by 
‘this foreign propaganda to the ef- 
fect that our frontiers lie in Eu- 
‘rope,’ the famous flyer said in a 
pore address broadcast by all 
| “One need. only 
glance at a map to see where our 
true frontiers lie. What more could 
we ask than the Atlantic Ocean 
on the east and the Pacific on the 
west. An ocean is a formidable 
barrier even for modern aircraft. 

“Let us not delude ourselves. If 
we enter the quarrels of’ Europe 
during war, we must stay in them 
jin time of peace as well. It is 
‘madness to send our soldiers to be 
killed as we did in the last war if 
‘we turn the course of peace over 
to the greed, the fear, and, the in- 
trigue of European nations. We 
must either keep out of European 
wars entirely, or stay in European 
affairs permanently.” ¢ 

Embargo Issue Not Mentioned. 

Lindbergh made no allusion to 
the question of repealing the em- 
bargo on arms shipments to na- 
tions at war. 

At the War Department, where 
Lindbergh has just concluded a 
tour of duty as a reserve officer, 
officials said they knew nothing of 
his intention to make the speech 
until it was announced by broad- 
casting compa@ies. ; 

In urging this country to stay 
out of war, Lindbergh followed in 
the footsteps of his father, Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh Sr., who as a 
member of Congress from Minne- 
sota vigorously opposed United 
States entry into the World War. 

It was Lindbergh’s first broad- 
cast in eight years. Fulton Lewis 
Jr. Mutual Broadcasting System 
news commentator, said in a for- 
mal statement that the address re- 
sulted from an invitation he ex- 
tended to the flyer at a dinner 
party three weeks ago. At that 
time Lindbergh declined, but last 
‘Sunday, after hostlities had brok- 
‘en out, he accepted. Lewis said 
he immediately arranged for the 
broadcast. 
| Lewis also stated: 
| “To clarify any conjectures. that 
‘the appearance of Col. Lindbergh 
or the views he expressed in his 
radio broadcast may have been 
prompted by some group or indi- 
vidual, it may be added that the 
‘contents of his address were the 
/same personal views he put forth 
‘to me privately on the occasion 
‘of the social dinner party to which 
'I already have referred.” 


ee Text of Aduress. 


| The text of Lindbergh's address 
follows: 

“In .times of great emergency, 
‘men of the same belief must gather 
‘together for mutual council and ac- 
‘tion. If they fail to’ do this, all 
‘they stand for will be lost. I speak 
‘tonight to those people in the 
‘United States of America who feel 
‘that the destiny of this country 
‘does not call for our inyolvement in 
European wars. 

“We must band togethe. to pre- 
vent the loss of more American 
lives in these internal struggles of 
‘Europe. We must keep foreign 
‘propaganda from pushing our coun- 
‘try blindly into another war. Mod- 
‘ern war with all its consequences 
is too tragic and too devastating 
\to be approached from anything 
‘but a purely American standpoint 
‘We should never enter a war unless 
it is absolutely essential to the 
‘future welfare of our nation. 

| “This country was colonized by 
men and women from Europe. The 
hatreds, the persecutions, the in- 
trigues they left behind, gave them 
courage to cross the Atlantic Ocean 
to a new land. They preferred the 
wilderness and the Indians to the 
problems of Europe. They weighed 
the cost of freedom from those 
problems, and they paid the price. 

“In this country, they eventually 
found a means of living peacefully 
‘together — the same nationalities 
‘that are fighting abroad today. The 
quarrels of Europe faded out from 
‘American life as ,~enerations passed, 
Instead of wars between the En- 
glish, French and Germans, it be- 
‘came a struggle of the new world 
for freedom from the old—a strug- 
gle for the right of America to 
find hér own destiny. The coloniza- 
tion of this countr, grew from 
‘European troubles and our freedom 
sprang from European war, for we 
won independence from England 
\while she was fighting France. 

Friends and Enemies Change, 

| “No one foresaw danger ahegd 
‘of us more clearly than George 
‘Washington. He solmenly warned 
‘the people of America against be- 
coming entangled in European al- 
liances. For over 100 years his 
advice was followed. We established 
the Monroe Doctrine for America. 
We let other nations fight among 
themselves. Then, in 1917, we en- 
tered a European war. This time 
we were on England's side, and so 
were France and Russia. Friends 
and enemies , 
pass—as political doctrines rise and 
fall. 

“The great war ended before our 
full force had reached the field. We 
escaped with the loss of relatively 
few soldiers. We measured our 
dead in thonesnds. Europe measured 
hers in millions. Europe has not 
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yet recovered from the effects of 
this war and she has already en- 
tered another. A generation has 
passed since the Armistice of 1918, 
but even in America we are still 
paying for our part in that victory 
—and we will continue to pay for 
another generation. European 
countries were both unable and un- 
willing to pay their -debts to us. 

“Now that war has broken out 
again, we in America have a de- 
cision to make on which the destiny 
of our nation depends. We must 
decide whether or not we intend 
to become forever involved in this 
age-old struggle between the na- 
tions of Europe. Let us not delude 
ourselves. If we enter the quar- 
rels of Europe during war, we must 
stay in them in time of peace as 
well. It is madness to send our 
soldiers to be killed as we did in 
the last war if we turn the course 
of peace over to the greed, the 
fear, and the intrigue of European 
nations. We must either keep out 
of European wars entirely or stay 
in European affairs permanently. 

Cause of New War. 

“In making our decision, this 
point should be clear; these wars 
in Europe are not wars in which 
our civilization is defending itself 
against some. Asiatic. intruder. 
There is no Genghis Khan or 
Xerxes marching against our west- 
ern nations. This is not a question 
of b nding together to defend the 
white race against foreign invasion. 
This is simply one more of those 
age-old quarrels within our own 
family of nations—-a quarrel arising 
from the errors of the last war — 
form the failure of the victors of 
that war to follow a consistent pol- 
icy either of fairness or of force. 

“Arbitrary boundaries can only 
be maintained by strength of arms. 
The Treaty of Versailles either had 
to be revised as time passed, or 
England and France, to be success: 
ful, had to keep Germany weak by 
force. Neither policy was followed; 
Europe wavered back and forth be- 
tween the two. As a result, another 
war has begun, a war which is like- 
ly to be far more prostrating than 
the last, a war which will again kill 
off the best: youth of Europe, a 
war which may even lead to the end 
of our Western civilization. 

“We must not permit our senti- 
ment, our pity, or our personal! feel- 
ings of sympathy, to obscure the is- 
sue, to affect our children’s lives. 
We must be as impersonal as a sur- 
geon with his knife. 

Munitions Not Enough. 

“Tet us make no mistake about 
the cost of entering this war. If 
we take part successfully, we must 
throw the resources of our entire 
nation into the conflict, munitions 
alone will not be enough. We can- 
not count on victory merely by ship- 
ping abroad several thousand air- 
planes and cannon. We are likely to 
lose a million men, possibly several 
million the best of American 
youth. We will be staggering under 
the burden of recovery during the 
rest of our lives. And our children 
will be fortunate if they see the end 
in their lives, even if, by someeun- 
likely chance, we do not pass on 
another Polish Corridor to them. 
Democracy itself may not survive. 
If we enter fighting for democracy 
abroad, we may end by losing it at 
home. 

“America has little to gain by 
taking part in another European 
war. We must not be misguided 
by this foreign propaganda to the 
effect that our frontiers lie in- Eu- 
rope. One need not only glance at 
a map to see where our true fron- 
tiers lie. What more could we ask 
than the Atlantic Ocean on the east 
and the Pacific on the west? 

“No, our interests in Europe need 
not be from the standpoint of de- 
fense; our own natural frontiers 
are enough for that. If we ex- 
tend them to the center of Europe, 
we might as well extend them 
around the earth. An ocean is a 
formidable barrier, even for mod- 
ern aircraft. 
| Warns Against Propaganda. 

“Our safety does not lie in Fight- 
ing European wars. It lies in our 
own internal strength, in the char- 
acter of the American people and 
of American institutions. As long 
as we maintain an army, @ navy,

“Again, I address those among 


4you who agree with this stand. Our 
_|future and our children’s future de- 
_}pends upon the action we take. It 


is essential to think clearly and to 
act quickly in the days which are 
to come. We will be deluged with 
propaganda, both foreign‘and do- 
mestic—some obvious, some in- 
sidious. Much’of our news is al- 
ready colored, 

“Every incident and every acci- 
dent will be seized upon to influence 
us. And in a modern war there 
are bound to be plenty of both. We 
must learn to look behind every ar- 
ticle we read and every speech we 
hear. We must not only inquire 
about the writer and the speaker— 
about his personal interests and his 
nationality, but we must ask who 
owns and who influences the news- 
paper, the news picture, and the ra- 
dio station. If our people know the 
truth, if they are fully and accu- 
rately informed, if they are not 
misled by propaganda, this country 
is not likely to enter the war now 
going on in Europe. 

Hope of Civilization. 


“And if Europe is_ prostrated 
again by war, as’ she has been so 
often in the past, then the greatest 
hope for our Western civilization 
lies in America. By staying out of 
war ourselves, we may even bring 
peace to Europe more quickly. Let 
us look to our own defenses and to 
our own character. If we attend to 
them, we have no need to fear what 
happens elsewhere. If we do not 
attend them, nothing can save us. 

“If war brings more dark ages 
to Europe, we can better preserve 
those things which we love and 
which we mourn the passing of in 
Europe today by preserving them 
here, by strengthening them here, 
rather than by hurling ourselves 
thoughtlessly to their defense over 
there and thus destroying all in the 
conflagration. The German genius 
for science and organization, the 
English genius for government and 
commerce, the French genius for 
living and the understanding of life 
—they must not go down here as 
well as on the other side. Here in 
America they can be blended _ to 
form the greatest genius of all. 

“The gift of civilized life must 
still be carvied on. It is more im- 
portant than the sympathies, the 
friendships, the desires, of any sin- 
gle generation, This is the test be- 
fore America now. This is the 
challenge—to carry on westerh 
civilization.”

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WASHINGTON VIEWS 
OF FAR EAST TRUCE 


some Congressmen Fear It 
May Mean Alignment Threat- 
ening Other Nations. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (AP).— 
Some members of Congress . 4x- 
pressed concern today over the 
Russian-Japanese truce, saying that 
it might mean a new alignment of 
dictatorial Powers . that would 
threaten other nations. 

At the State Department, the de- 
velopment occasioned no surprise. 
Although the department had re- 
ceived no official notification, . it 
was pointed out that the situation 
in Manchoukuo had indicated an 
armistice. Fighting on the border 
ceased sgveral months ago. At- 
tacks by both sides-in an effort to 


feel each other out had left the 
situation in a stalemate. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, a 
member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, expressed the view to- 
day that the agreement might be 
a retaliatory move against the 
United States for serving notice of 
intention to terminate the 1911 com- 
mercial treaty with Japan, 

Possibilities in Move. | 

Noting that some diplomats in 
Moscow regarded the armistice as 
the possible forerunner of a non- 
aggression pact between the tw? 
countries, Thomas told reporters: 

“If-it_medans an unfriendly Japan, 
the danger would be closer to our 
shores. If it is a sincere non-ag- 
gression pact, it is a peaceful move, 
If it is a cloak for something else, 
it is not so good,” 

Thomas said a Russian-Japanese 
agreement would make it possibie 
for Japan to withdraw troops from 
Manchoukuo and “fight all the 
harder in China.” He added that 
he was not surprised that the two 
ceuntries were “getting together,” 
because they “have been trying to 
do it for years.” 

Chairman Bloom (Dem.), New 
York, of the committee, asserted 
that there is so much;“war propa- 
ganda” that the reported armistice 
“might be just a .eeler to test world 
reaction.” 

“T have been afraid o fthis devel- 
opment,” said Representative Voor- 
his (Dem.), California, “but I have 
hoped against hope that the demo- 
cratic Powers of the world would 
be capable of making moves to 
bring to an end the conflict between 
Japan’ and China on a reasonable 
basis. I have felt that a conclusion 
of the trouble in China could be 
reached if all nations including Ja- 
pan would agree to the withdrawal 
of all foreign troops from China. 
If that chance is lost it means that 
the power of dictatorships is great- 
ly increased.” 

Envoy Talks to Hull. 

Secretary of State Hull talked for 
nearly an hour yesterday with the 
Japanese Ambassador, Kensuke Ho- 
rinouchi, and went over the general 
situation in the Far East with him. 
It was reported their talk dealt 
mostly with Japan’s intentions in 
China now that war is raging in 
Europe. Japan has asked Britain 
and France to withdraw their troops 
from China, which would leave the 
United States the only Western 
Power having any sizable force 
there.

Ernst Udet. 

Udet is Germany’s Lindbergh. He 
is the premier ace of German avia- 
tion. He is the most daring stunt 
flyer in the whole Reich and prob- 
ably in the whole world. He has 
had more thrilling escapes from 
death than any aviator anywhere. 

In his native land he has become 
a legendary figure. People there 
talk constantly of “Udet luck.” It 
has never forsaken him; either 
when he was a member of the re- 
nowed Richtofen flying circus dur- 
ing the World War, or as an aero- 
batic airplane performer, in post- 
war days; among Arctic icebergs 
and Alpine crevasses; when forced 
to make a living somehow, he de- 
cided that there was only one thing 
in life which he really knew about 
and wanted to do—flying.

Performed Tricks for Lindbergh. 


I last saw him just after he had 
been performing some of his choic- 
est tricks for Col. Lindbergh, who 
was inspecting the aviation estab- 
lishments of various European 
countries.

But, since we had last met, 
he had been grabbed by the Nazis,

The association voted to raise a

Long in disagreement with the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers over the 
cost of music rights, the associa- 
tion decided to launch a rival om 
ganization, to be known as Broad- 
cast Music, Inc., to develop a new 
source of music under the control 
of the broadcasters themselves. 

The broadcasters’ association, om 
ganized 17 years ago to solve the 
copyright program, met in special 
session amid charges by President 
Neville Miller of Washington and 
others that A. S. C. A. P. has estab- 
lished “a virtual monopoly” in the 
music business.

Mothers should begin teaching 
their children about caring fo 
their teeth as soon as the fi 
itooth comes. Admire it much 
\Massage the gums that bear it: 
rinse the mouth; polish the tooth, 
and talk about the tooth-doctor 
|\who keeps it lovely. Introduce him 
\with kind words, as one bearing 
‘gifts of pearls, not as a giant 
| with a flaming sword. 
| When he is old enough to ge 
about with ease take him to the 
dentist’ s office some day when you 
‘have a little job like cleaning to 
‘be done and let him watch. This 
is the dentist’s chance. He has 
little chair and a table to mat 
fa toy cabinet, a picture bggk and 
he acts as host to his li 
If things go well he ca 
linto the child’s mouth, touch his 
‘teeth and admire them. And send 
him away in good heart, ready to 
‘come again some day without 
dread. This kind of training is to 
‘be continued until the child » 


is not going to be hurt beyond 
‘bearing he makes no fuss. He lets 
the dentist do his best for him and 
enters childhood with a fine st 
of teeth, an understanding of theit 
‘need for care, and a desire w 
have it. 

Meantime the teeth of schod 
childrén generally are in a & 
‘plorable state. A great many chi 
dren, more than one imagine, e 
junior high school with their 
year molars gone for good, and 
the rest of their teeth in grave need 
of care.

South's Error i 
In Playing for 
Break in Clubs 


Goes Down One Trick 
When He Fails to Rely 
on. Finesses.

“We were using the Blackwood 


convention, hence my five heart bid 
to show two aces. If North had bid 
the slam in clubs it would have 
been easy, but in spades I played 
the hand for the clubs to break 22 
and, when they did not, I went 
down one trick. How should the 
hand be played and is there more 
than one way to make it? 
R. A. G., Chicago.” 

Presumably, the opening lead was 
the heart king. The best and safest 
method of play was to ruff the 
opening lead in dummy with the 
low spade, cash the spade king and 
one.high diamond, then ruff a low 
diamond and draw the adverse 
trumps. Both as a matter of per- 
centage and because West had 
overcalled, at least orie club honor 
figured to be in the West position 
and there was, of course, some like- 
lihood that both honors were there. 
Thus, declarer should not have 
tried for a 2-2 club break, but 
should have relied on two finesses. 
He should have led a club and, if 
West played low, put in the nine 
spot. As it happened, this would 
have held and, although dummy’s 
club suit would now be killed ex- 
cept for the ace, declarer would not 
meed any other tricks. He would 
discard one of his hearts on the 
other diamond honor and concede 
one heart. 

If, on the other hand, when the 
club was led toward dummy, West 
split his honors, playing the queen, 
declarer: should let him hold the 
trick, win any return, and subse- 
quently take another finesse against 
the West hand. 

Another method of play also 
would succeed—a squeeze against 
West who would have to hold his 
heart and,club honors. But, since 
this squeeze would depend on as 
good a lay of cards as the less 
ambitious plan outlined above, 
there was no point in trying it.
